"I'niese human natureii and the

So spoke Dom Aelred Carlyle, 
Lord Abbot o( the Benadlotine Ab- 
bffir ot CaMey, Walae, a reoemt oon- 
Mrt Irom. the Obvroh ot BSncland 
to the Roman Catholic churdh. He 
la now In New York, lecturing on 
the monaatlc life and war conditions 
as they affect religion. His words 
wore in reply to a question, "Do 
you find tliat America's participa- 
tion in the war promises to bring 
ab<nit an increaae Of lellgiotl . ia 
this country?" 

"Although I hare been sucih a 
ihort Ume in New Yark." eald the 
Aibbot, "I fknd myselt able to reply 
with aaewranoe duit I do see many 
signs of a great religious revival 
here. And kindly bear In mind 
that I am not absolutely a new- 
comer, nor entirely strange to 
American wa.vs of tliought. I have 
been here l)ofore, and at that time 
I paid keen attention to your re- 
ligious conditions, beoanae I waa in 
the country then — in 1904— *or the 
purpose ot conferring with the 
Protestant EJpleoopal Biahop of Fond 
du Lac, WlB., a« to the advisability 
of founding a community of Episco- 
pal, or Anglican, Benedictine monks 
In the United States. I was or- 
dained dencon and priest of the 
Anpllcan church, by tho way, by 
the Bishop of P'ond du Lac. My 
convereion, and that ot the aoAire 
oomTOunlty at Caldey leland, to the 
Catholic oburcb came In 1913. Since 
them AoMrloa has given us several 
recruita, including two well knomi 
New Yok men, wiho ai-o now teatlng 
thedr vocations at Caldey. 

"I believe so thoro\iglily in the 
coming revival of relipion in the 
Ignited States that I nn\ pK paring 
to gather more postulants from 
vour midst for the purpoae ot traln- 
ing them at Caldey Abbey and than 
Ken ding an American gronp back 
here to form a community of con- 
templative moola, Im«otoc «be an- 
cient rule Ot St Beaeiiet In aU tti 
purity. 

"You see, there has never been 
a really noUble icvival of religion 
unacoompanled by a reawakening of 
mvfiti(ism. When religion beoomee 
whollv, or too greatly, a matter Of 
practical, exterior good works, and 
education, and inMUeotoal progress, 
and moral tralpinC. religion Is In 
gmve peril. Please don't mistake 
me In this; for obvloualy I con.sider 
practical good works, and moml 
training, and intellectual progross 
In the understanding of religious 
problems excellent and es&emtial 
matters in theniiselves; but there Is 
a deieper and move truly epirttnal 
force in religion thaa these faotora, 

namely. myatJciam. 

"Your country abounds In signs 
and tokens of a great Interest in 
mystlclam. All these queer cults 
which go in for such extraordinary 
manlfeetations of newer IliouKlit. as 
th<»y call it, and faith healinE, and 
practicil prayer — what are they but 
twisted and distorted symbols of 
the widespread hunger •3* 
tbe human soul In Anwrica vMM.y 
■Mer the life-giving power of true 
prayer, reaJ faith., aupematuwl 
help? That so many of these move- 
inents aire fantastic, and dangerous 
because they unsettle emotional 
naturae without giving them any- 
thing solid to re«t upon, must not 
blind us to the fact that they arc 
Bigns of the times which point out 
the path by which religkop la re- 
turning in America. _i ,t. 

"Here in New York T am struck 
even more then in London by the 
ramarkaUe activity of this age. 
PremimaMy there never , ^a? » 
Ume in the worid's history In wldch 
life was lived at such a paoe. The 
life of fashion consists of a per- 
petual round ot social duties and 
pleasuiree hurried through at the 
greatest poesible speed. BualneaB U 
conducted at the highest praeaure, 
wKb the help of endless and ever 
mora oomflloatad tlm^saving de- 
Tlcek. The all-abaorbing Interest of 
. pmoUoal lite allows little time for 
Kiii«e reflection, recreation or calm 
iti.iuL'ht Moreover, this rapidity of 
pre.sont-day life forces itaelf into 
religion and niakt^ Itsrff only too 
keenly felt even In the aerrices ot 
4he sanctuary. For the present-day 
clergyman is eotpocted not on^T to 
conduct more servlceB and to preach 
many more sormonB than of yore, 
but also to preside at endless meot- 
Inaa and to watcih over the welfare 
of clubs amd guilds, as well m to 
keep In touch wilh the individuals 
of B paTiB^l often very denaely pop

with exterior and material matters. 
Ctod la too alow for ne; we oaa not 
wait on hia will, and so too often 
we act on the promptinga of our 
own. 

"Should we then stop all this ac- 
tivity? Why, no! For we can not. 
We Weprternors. at any rate, have 
no use for Idtharpy and inaction, 
iiut we may — and 1 think, now that 
the war has brought us aibruptly to 
a oonaiderotlon ot fundtunentale, 
tiiat we wlH — avtrltoaiiae' our ac- 
tivities more than in fbe pest. Re- 
ligion will realize that it must be 
iM?ligiou8, and not a copy of busi- 
ness. It will have its centers of 
rest and prayer. Monasteries will 
arise llirougliout this country. The 
roots of all your religious activities 
.md, I hope and trust, of your social 
and bustaes puraoita as well, will 
connect tbemaalTas wtth spiritual 
ideal* and out of tiie horrors of 
the wiar, .eoon to allUot you as we 
have been afllioted. you will gain 
great oonsolationa aikd permanent 
spiritual benefits. 

"There can be no question as td 
the reality of the rolipious awaken- 
ing in England. For example, I am 
peT-sonally In touch with neariy 
fhirly soldiers, ofRcers and privates, 
now In the trenches, who, if tihey 
emerge aUTe, will come to Caldey 
to be trained aa monks. I iadirectly 
know ot hundreds of other war 
vocations. I am turning over sev- 
eral of the Abbey buildings at 
Caldey for the special purpose of 
housing these warriors who will 
become priests after the foe of lib- 
el ty has boon conquered — as he 
will be, I am posltlTe, now that 
your great country hee entered the 
contest." 

"Dom," the t«>e bonM by the 
Aibbot and ell the professed monks 
of bis community, la an abbrevia- 
tion of tho Latin "Domlnus," or 
LfOrd. It la an ancient custom In 
manv of tho Benedictine communi- 
ties to lis.' this tttleb tboagb <rtlter8 
do not do so. 

Besides tho links with America 
which the Lord Abbot has already 
mentioned, be referaed to tbe fact 
that the ialaad ot Oaldcy bad a 
hlstorloal and romantic oonnecUon 
with tiw United etateo. One ot Che 
plctureeaue bays on the coast is 
called Paul Jones Bay. The famous 
sailor who, under the flag of this 
countrv, harried the coasts ot Eng- 
land and was called a pirate by 
the British, made many landings on 
Caldey, using the island aa a head- 
quaita w darins the raids.

IS PROUD Of QUE PATKIOTISH

His Eminence Cardinal Farley, In 
a patriotic address before the Cath- 
olic Club of New York City, pledged 
the uniijint; loyalty and devotion 
of 16,000,000 Catholics ot the 
United States to the cause of the 
nation in the war. The ringing 
words ot the Cardinal Arctibishop 
of New York as he recalled the 
heroic self-sacrifice of Catholics In 
the past wars of the nation and 
declared that today CatboUcs are 
prepared to otter their Unre* and 
their means to the country in her 
present struggle, aroused his hear- 
ers to enthttsiaam and brought forth 
rounds of applause for the senti- 
ments that he so feelingly expressed. 
The Cardinal spoke as follews: 

"As Catholic Americans we meet 
tonight on the Sabbath eve for a 
holy purpose. We meet, to dedicate 
ourselves under God'.s guidance in 
whatever way we can be useful to 
the service of our country. Wo meet 
to hear what Catholic .America has 
already acconiplisiied and to plead 
for still greater achievements in de- 
fense of our country. We meet to 
maintain the traditions ot our fore- 
fathers In the faith la tbl* our be- 
lored land. 

When tbU country emerged an 
infant nation from the throes of 
our first great struggle our Cath- 
olic ancestry had already estab 
iished the character of Catholic 
Americanism. We were a small 
group then, even as the new nation 
was among the people ol the world 
When tlie United States was first 
comi)elled to assert her dignity as 
ii nation the Catholics of the nation, 
Ktlil a small body, again proved tin 
Quality of their loyalty. So It was 
in the Mezioan war. when we had 
increased to slightly more than a 
million; and in the elTil war wben 
our numbers bad grown to nearly 
four aUlUons. In the flpaalsh 
American war than tsn ntilUon* ot 
CathoHoi in the United Stetes ral 
lied to the country'a defense. And 
we are here tonight, representative 
CAthollcs of the two millions ot 
Catholics in this great metropolis, 
to pledge the undying and fearless 
devotion of the sixteen millions of 
Catholics, wlio love America as their 
fathers loved her, and who will die 
In her defense as their fatbCM be- 
fore them have died. ' 

"This war is in defense of the 
democratic principles of government 
under wtai^ iwe ihave lived and 
proapersd. Our consUtutidn guar 
antees to erery man drtl and re- 
ligion* freedom. This is the light 
held aloft in the strong arm of a 
free and liberty-loving people which 
has beckoned immigrants to our 
shores from all parts of the worid. 
Pot one hundred and forty years 
that sacred flame haa enlightened 
the world, and now its guardians 
free people numbering one hundred 
millions, all of them its sworn and 
united defenders, have enlisted In 
this great struggle for justice, order 
and true liberty. I thank God that 
In this war we aa Catholics, true 
to our traditions, shall bear a no- 
ble part. 

"The Secretary ot War, according 
to my information, has eald that 
the CathoUcs ot the OnttOd State* 
have contributed 16 per cent, of 
the personnel of the army. I have 
been credibly informed that 40 per 
cent, ot the men in the navy are 



our coreligioniets. NO other nation 
has so «ateicuarded the morals of 
Its aoldiers. Around the garrisons 
and camps all tamptations are 
driven aa far aa It Is possible to 
drive such dangera from camps. We 
care for the souls as weii as the 
bodies of the men. Ser\ing with 
the forces we have 145 regularly 
commisloned chaplains— fifty-three 
in the regular army, fifty-four in 
the national army, nineteen in the 
navy. In addition to these we have 
twenty-five volunteer chaplains in 
the variotis military stations 
throughout this country, and eight 
have gone abroad to senre the 
troops there. 

"I am proud ot tbe vplendld ev- 
idence ot patriotiMi which this 
crisis haa ehown In erexy part of 
the country. The laheritors Of fbis 
citizenship, which makes us all, rich 
and poor, learned and untaught, im- 
migrant and native-bom. partners 
In the enterprise, will read the his- 
tory ot these stirring times with 
pride. Our youth of fighting age 
have rallied to the colors with an 
enthusiasm that has thrilled the 
entire nation. From every walk of 
life they have marched tO- their Sta- 
tions on our lines. 

"Wonderful also has h('en tlie 
answer of our American woinan- 
tiood. Mothers and young wives 
have sent their sons and husbands 
with a cheertulnes* and a fortitude 
found only in a strong and ririle 
people. Admirably also has been 
the spirit of American womanbood 
displayed In the various agencies of 
service, organized to relieve the suf- 
ferers and bind up the wounds 
which war will cauae. To supply 
the munitions of war the nation has 
responded with magnificent gener- 
osity to the Government's call for 
money. Both Liberty loans were 
oversubscribed, and I am sure that 
future loans will be equally suc- 
cessful. Such is our record."

LOCAL IfiNiUCAN WSIULE 



Kentucky and LoolsviUe Demo- 
rats experienced the first real 
thrill of enthusiasm thl* week that 
they have known tor some time, 
and this was due to the announce- 
ment ot Congreaaman Swagar Sher- 
iey'a advancement to Chairman of 
the Appropriation Committee in 
the House ot Representatives, the 
most Important committee In Con- 
gress, and the Chairmanship is re- 
garded as the moat Important posi- 
tion in that body, not even except- 
ing the Speaker, as the latter s 
power 'has been curtailed under the 
new rules. Congressman Sherley's 
advancement will strengthen Ken- 
tucky and Louisville Democracy to 
this extent: Senator OlUe James 
will ibe re-elected without any trou- 
ble, his possible strongest Republi- 
can opponent. Congressman John 
\V. Langley, already having seen 
the handwriting, and oltlciaUy an 
nounced that he would not be a 
candidate tor the Republican Sena- 
torial nomination, leaving the field 
to Judge O'Rear and McKenzle 
Moae, neither of whom would be 
able to even make the contest ex 
citing. Our millionaire Republican 
politician, A. T. Hert, got cold fe^n 
and took to 4ihe timber early in tiu 
action. 

Here in his home district ( on- 
greasman Sherley Is unusually 
strong, he having defeated the 
strongest men In tho Republican 
ranks, the only close races baving 
been when he waa handicapped 
with the Presidential race. Last 
year he ran ahead ot President 
Wilson In this district, raosiTtnc 
1,392 majority against Wilson's 
D23, and In the next election with- 
out the handicap ot a national con- 
test should carry this district by 
over 6,000 majority against the 
strongest Republican candidate that 
party can select. Congressman 
Sherley receives the support of 
many Republicans, neariy all of the 
Independent vote and, strange to 
say, receives a majority in two 
districts where no other Democrat 
can muster strength, and that Is 
I'arkland and Crescent Hill, the 
home of the "agin tbe Ooverto- 
ment votera" Louisville Democracy 
can well ibe proud of its Congress- 
man, and selfishly speaking, he to 
one of the party's beat assets. 

With tbe briiAt outlook in 
prospect for next year and the 
future years it behooves the local 
Democratic party to be on its met- 
tle and avoid the mistakes made in 
the past. The Kentucky Iriah 
American has been the recipient of 
many flattering comments since the 
election, the consensus of which 
is that if the advice handed out In 
these columns last spring had been 
followed the party would have been 
in power today. Above all, the 
primary would nav* left no sting 
and the ticket would have been 
stronger, the men forced on the 
party bringing up the rear In the 
Noven^r election. What a story 
ttioee figures tell. The Kentucky 
Iriah American fought aaglnst the 
un-Democratlc procedure of choking 
aspiring candidates and advised 
early and often that a free-for-all 
primary be lield with the Demo- 
cratic Committee 



board. The Times and Courier- 
Journal selfishly wanted Greene 
and Woodruff, while the Post 
wanted McNally nominated, neither 
of whom could win In a real Demo- 
cratic primary. vSheriff Charles 
Cronan was unfortunately saddled 
with weak candidates and was told 
In a per.sonal interview in this of- 
fice that 'he was being saddled with 
unnecessary weight. 

All of this Is retold not for the 
purpose of stirring up strife or per- 
sonal feeling, but to point out the 
way where the party can build again 
with renewed vigor. To ibegln wtth, 
the auggeation made in these col- 
umns Vast year and mentioned by 
Will Kaltenfbacher, that astute 

Solltical -writer, 18ie other day is 
rst In order. That Is put a quietus 
In the party on the Stanley-Beck- 
ham flght, which hae spread to 
every county in the State and did 
the party Incalculable haiiu, fac- 
tions springing up in priiiiaiii s and 
conventions fighting over Senatorial 
ambitions that meant ab.solutely 
nothing to local organizations. The 
local Democratic administration 
whipped men into line for one or 
the other where the san«' iiii thod 
would have been to let tlie voters 
decide for themselves. Speaking 
locally, the next and most popular 
mggestion being made is that 
there should be a change in aome 
ot the Legialative districts,, and 
the biggest cry comes for a remedy 
In the Eleventh and Twelfth wards. 
To begin with, a master political 
mind would find It Impossible to 
personally oversee this ihuge and 
unwieldly district, which has been 
weaned away from the party more 
and more every year. A good sug- 
gestion Is that it should be di- 
vided into four sections with a 
capable man in charge of each. 

All of the above Is made in good 
feeling and ai'm no malice afore- 
thought, 8)3 begiunuig with the com- 
ing election a bright Democratic 
future la in prospect. The local 
Repu'hUean administration already 
bears the earmarks of a fizzle end 
after a short time It will be Impos- 
sible to find a former Democrat or 
Independent ot acknowledge that 
he helped to put the G. O. P. in 
power. The Fire Department is 
becomiuK demoralized, the Police 
Department is being filled with 
"yap" motormen and conductors so 
fast that it is reported that Gen- 
eral .Manager .Minary, of the car 
coiiip:iii.\-, complained to the admin- 
istration til at it wa* disrupting bia 
for. e. .Si arcy, tbe O. O. P. boss, la 
having his troubles because ot in- 
ability to land Taib*rry as Police 
Chief and Dave Helmerdlocer as 
Chief of Detectives. As a sample 
ot ettlclency and trustworthy em- 
ployes, the Sewer and Drain De- 
partment waa robbed ot |30 worth 
of car checks the other day right 
in the City Hall. 

One ot the assisUuit in.sid-ctors 
w^ho our good government w~as 
forced to drop this week is reported 
as being an ex-convict, who worked 
mightily during tho campaign for 
the Republicau slogan of "turn the 
crooks oat."

Cardinal Oasparri declaraa 
that the accusation Is an "atrocion* 
calumny" and says that the hier- 
archy and clergy in Italy have given 
the most open and most generous 
help to the country's cause, and 
have received unre.sorved praise 
from the Italian Parliament and 
aoTemmnnt. The Cardinal adds 
that long before the Issnanoe of tbe 
Papal peace note, whiich is aaid to 
have been among the chief causes of 
the army's lowered morale, the 
clergy generally and th« army 
chaplains partii ularly were latx)rlnp 
against llie destructive propaganda 
which bad been begun and was re- 
ported to be giving unrest to the 
civil autbority. Tlie Vatican, the 
Cardinal declares, is pained and in- 
dignant at the Post's charges and 
regards them as insulting. 

Referring to the accusation that 
the Vatican espoused the Austrian 
cause. Cardinal Oasparri reaffirms 
the full and correct nieutrallty of the 
floly Sc<'. He says (omplaints have 
been made in Central Europe that 
the Vatican is looking excessively 
towaird the Weat, seeking to regain 
its former position in B^rance and 
to obtain a wider Influence in tb* 
British Isle* and North AmariMu 
He adds: 

"If some nations seem to be moro 
favored by tin- I'apal note these 
certainly wire not Germany and 
.\uHtria-Ifiinnary. but those of the" 
Kntente, particularly France and 
Helgium • • • The peace aimed at 
was not a German peace," 

Cardinal Bourne tells the Post 
that Pope Benedict has been urged 
from eacb aide to bnak with tb« . 
OoTemments ot tbe other side, 
"thus throwing confusion into th* 
religious life, now more predonv 
than ever before, of millions of fam- 
ilies and punishing the peoples for 
the mistakes or niisdwds of their 
leaders. The Supreme Pontiff," he 
concludes, "does not depend for In- 
Btmetion upon those who long be- 
fore the war worked to dlminlsb 
the authority wbteb they are noir^ 
Invoking, nor doe* tbe Hdy See 
shape its action by tbe tuckering 
lights of human praiae or blame." 

The Post in an editorial examin- 
ing Cardinal Gasparri's statement 
virtually loitcrates its original ao- 
cusatlon and cites incident* Wblcb 
It regards aa proofs. 

Cardinal GkMparri, tbe Papal SeC' 
retary ot State, on Tueaday denied 
that Pope Benedict bad addressed s« 
communication to Prealdent 'Wilsonr 
to Seoretary ot State Lansing or to» 
any Oovemment setting forth that 
there were extenuating circum- 
stances regarding the last Vatican 
peace note. The Holy See, however, 
is much occupied by the Russian 
situation, tho Cardinal said, and 
expects to make a atatement to tbe 
recent publication of tbe RnasIaB 
diplomatic dociunents wben the cor- 
rect test ha* been secured. 

Cardinal Oasparri said the Vati- 
can also wa* watching anxioasly 
the changes In the Government of 
■Russia. "The elimination of the Im- 
perial party had left the Holy See 
free to communicate direct wltll 
Russian Roman Catholics. Hereto- 
fore documents intended for ' a 
Bishop had to go tbrongh the hand* 
of the ofllcials ot Russia's legation 
to the Vatican. The poeelbnuy of 
Orthodox Catholics In Ru.ssia finally 
recognising the Roman Poik! in- 
stead of the former Russian Em- 
peror as head of the chursh is being 
considered in Vatican circles.

A 
greot, silent, conseivative force, the 
Catholic church is today the .spinal 
column of American democracy, 
t1i« recosnised enemy of an- 
archism, socialism, Internationalism 
and fv«>ry othei' "ism" that aims 
to subvert the institutions Ijf- 
queathed to us by the loundcis oi 
the American republic. Our ablest 
statesmen and experienced students

American labor went on reoord 
In Buffalo at the conrentlon of the 

Federation Of Labor as bein>: 0 8 
per cent, loyal. The convention 
pledged Itself by a vote of 21,379 
to 49S to stand by the President of 
the United Cttates throughout the 
vfiiv; and endorsed the formation 
by Samuel Gompers of the Ameri- 
can Alliance for Labor and Democ- 
racy to comtMkt yro^tormanism and 
pacifism witMB the fsdsratsd labor 
ranks. The pacifists started a bitr 
ter fight against President Oom- 
pers, but were overwhelmingly de- 
feated. President Gompens scored 
tbe fiodalists who sought to dis- 
credit the American I>ederation of 
Labor by starting the Western 
Labor Tnion, the I. W. W. and 
finally the People's Council. The 
lake labor organization that calls 
Itself the I. W. W. is only an off- 
shoot from the radical Socialists. 
We do not look for loyalty In Its 
ranks. Nor do we look for loyalty 
among the Socialists who went on 
record as opposed to the war. The 
Bolshevlkl of Russia are the coun- 
terparts of these organizations in 
Kuvope. They do not represent 
labor in this country, no matter 
how loudly they may claim to speak 
for the liAorlng classes. American 
tabor is loyal in this crisis. There 
Is no mistaking that fact. But now 
I hat lalior is on record the country 
should be ready to concede a Uving 
wage to every workingmaa. It Is 
high time to abandon the old 
economic fallacy that labor may be 
purchased as cheaply as possible 
lilu" any otlier commodity. The very 
liif ol tlip laborer is given in his 
work, and to place that on the 
sajne plane as other commodities Is 
to deba.se human life Itself. A Ilv- 
inp wage paid to every laborer will 
do much to assure the loyalty of 
labor to the nation. We can not 
expect oppressed slaves to be loyal 
to anything.

The dally papen recently carried 
a dispatch from London quoting a 
paper I)i(m>' wliicli editorially callnd 
upon the I'ope to declare himself for 
one side or the other in the world 
war. The editor had probably been 
"seeing things" and suspected Bene- 
dict XV. of partiality toward Aus- 
tria. The facts upon which this 
suspicion was based were not stated, 
so we have no means of knowing 
their value. It is more than likely, 
bowever, that the editor had no 
facts at hand. He was just sus- 
picious, and never troubled himself 
to look for facts. 

What pussies the True Voice is 
why American editors stiould repro- 
duce the ravings of this Britfeh In- 
dixiiiual without a woid of com- 
ment. Surely they were in a posi- 
tion to know how baseless were the 
charges against the Pope's neu- 
trality. Did they suppose their 
readers were also well i-nough in- 
formed to properly characterize the 
London dispatch? We doubt It. In 
fact we doabt' whether some of the 
editors were not as ignorant as the 
majority of their readers as to the 
falsity of the London dispatch. They 
sliould have known better; 'but they 
did not. We would rather suppose 
that they, erred through Ignorance 
than that they deliberately and with 
malice aforethought published a 

liispatch giving quotations which 
they knew to be false. 

We have noted that it was not 
until this war was entered upon 
that wrlten for the press in Eng- 
land cared much to have the Pope 
on their side. They never courted 
his favor until they had something 
Ungible to gain by it. When tiie 
British OoTsnMnent sent a diplo- 
matic representative to the Vatican 
at the beginning of the war the 
very papers that are now so 
Bollcltous to have the Pope pro- 
nounce in favor of England opposed 
the move. Now tbejr want to dic- 
tate to the Pope from Chslr musty 
sanctums.

He has kept the 
scales even thai far and has not 
Inclined lltwujlf to one side or the 
other, ffli irtliidren are fighting on 
both sides In this war, and he can 
not condemn them nor cut them off 
from tbe unity of the great Catholic 
ehurcb.

Rev. Ignatius .Smith, the noted 
Dominican, tells why the Catholic;

Father Smith 
writes: 

"The Catholic flhnreh ha.s not al- 
lied Itself with the prohibition 
mo\-«ment, aa we know it in this 
country, because she sees so much 
in it that Is not Catholie, because 
of her experience with human nature 
for the last nineteen hundred 
years, and beoanse of her recogni- 
tion of the rights and liberties of 
human nature. She believes in pro- 
hibition — for the man who does not 
know how to use alcoholic drinks 
in moderation, for the man who 
can not afford to indulpf in them 
and for the man who is freely 
wlllintr to sacrifice sucli pleasure. 
She liiis always ( oiinscled and ad- 
vised liiM children to practice total 
abstinence; she ha.s always thun- 
dered against the abuses of liquor. 
She has always recognized that 
many men can use moderately and 
without injury to themselves, theli 
faqiRles, their region or the 
State, alcoholic liquors. She baa 
always recognised that many men 
can practice ordinary virtue with- 
out resorting to heroic measures. 
And in consideration of these men 
she has never attempted to force 
prohibition upon her children. The 
church lias lived to see hundreds 
of reform nieasurr.'-. come and go. 
Many of them were good. But there 
was nothhiK Kood in them that had 
not been provided for in the cata- 
lii.^ur of the ( jairch's virtues. And 
rt\sl assuied tliat when the piesent 
prohibition wave has subsided and 
tlie whole programme of public 
action has swung to another 'cure 
for all,' the church, plodding along 
in her unostentatious and calm way, 
will still be preaching temperance 
for all, and total abstlnenee for 
those that need it or want <t."

MIST BE FREE. 

"Ireland must be a free and in- 
dependMtt republic," declared the 
Rev. John J. Wynne, S. J., whose 
lieraaleaa labors as edltor-io-ohlet 
of that eoloesal litarary monament 
of the century, the Catholic En 
cyclopaedia, are known and recog- 
nized the world over. Father Wynne 
gave expression to this truly Ameri- 
can principle at tlie monthly session 
of the .New York Chapter of the 
Knights of Columbus, hold in New 
York recently. In scaithing tenns 
the distinguished Jesuit dieaounoed 
the malignant eOorte ct those who 
were trying to cast aaperaiomi on 
the loyalty of Catholics, especially 
Catholics of Irish blood in America. 

"We have entered the war." he 
said, "for our own American ideala 
and not for the Ideals of any othor 
nation. The President put this 
clearly — for freedom and democracy, 
not for one nation, but for all na- 
tions, big and small. Why clamor 
about Alsace-Liorraiiae and not aboot 
Poland? W>hy clamor about Bel- 
ginm and not about Ireland?" 

Father Wynne advocated free and 
open discussion in the press and on 
the platform of all these matters. 
He said Englishmen in England, 
scholars and writers, had declared 
in favor of an Irish republic. How 
could it be treasonable horc to do 
the same thlnig? Closing, he said: 
"Persistent atucks on oertaln men 
of our race In New York and else- 
where, attacks on their citizenship 
and their loyalty to America, are 
without a particle of evidence to 
tMck them up. The attacks on men 
of our race in this country are not 
of .\iiierican inspiration. They or- 
iginate beyond the sea. These at- 
tacks must stop." If need bo. he 
said, he would organize a nation- 
wide campaign himself against the 
slanderous attacks on men of the 
IrMi race, then wbom none were 
more loyal to A mertea.
